Has Samson Siasia given Glory value for 
money? 


f° Seana advertisement in the weekday 
newspaper summed it up perfectly for 
today’s vital encounter against Gippsland 
Falcons — it said, “It's do or die time at Perth 
Oval.” 

Glory are in 8th place, currently one point 
behind Marconi Fairfield and the Knights and 
need to bridge that gap. 

It may be a difficult task considering 
Glory’s form of recording only two victories 
and three draws from its last 10 games. 

Local supporters last tasted victory three 
months ago with the convincing defeat of 
South Melbourne, but since then there has 
not been much to cheer about. 

With the pace hotting up for a top six 
berth, no team can afford to be without its 


leading players, but Glory is fortunate to 
have a handful of players that can step in and 
do an adequate job.

Falcons coach, Frank Arok, will be soon 
moving on to take over the position of tech- 
nical director of coaching at UTS Olympic, 
but will no doubt attempt to pull out a few 
tricks to deny Glory a victory. 

Although the Falcons squad are not as well 
known as other teams, it has many experi- 
enced players including goalkeeper Jim 
Kourtis, defender Claudio Canosa and Brian 
MacNicol - all have over 100 national league 
appearances behind them. 

It will be a special day for defender Levent 
Osman who celebrates his 21st birthday. 

Today could be Glory’s last chance to stay 
in contention for the play-offs and will look 
for an improved performance. 

Glory’s main problem is that they are not 
finding the back of the net on a regular basis. 
Samson Siasia, brought to WA at great 
expense, has gone 12 games scoreless. If the 
Nigerian was signed to score goals, then he 
is not fulfilling the expectations. 

Bobby Despotovski has gone through a 
lean spell and his present tally is less than 
half of what he scored last season. 

The pressure is not only on the main strike- 
force, the defence must have a good look at 
itself. Too often the opposition are presented 
with ‘soft’ goals. 

A home victory is long overdue and if 
Glory can recapture its sharpness in all 
departments, then a play-off place is still 
within reach.

HE international action continues next 

month when the Brazilian Olympic 
team take on the Olyroos in three friend- 
lies which includes a game at the WACA 
Ground. 

The first of the internationals will be 
played in Sydney on March 21st, the sec- 
ond at Hindmarsh Stadium in Adelaide 
three days later, then at the WACA on 
March 28. 

Perth Glory are in Melbourne that week- 
end so there is no clash of matches. 
Amazingly, Brazil have never won an 
Olympic Gold medal, and their coach 
Antonio Barosso recently indicated on SBS 
TV just how desperate they are by promis- 
ing to bring out a strong squad as part of 
their Sydney 2000 preparations. The 
Under-20 sides were last in Perth in 
December 1992 at Fremantle Oval, where 
the Aussies defeated the Brazilians 1-0 in 
front of well over 10,000, with Glory’s own 
Anthony Carbone named man-of-the- 
match. 

Meanwhile, it is quite conceivable that 
Socceroo coach Terry Venables may say 
farewell to his Australian commitments in 
Perth next month if he agrees to travel 
with the Olyroo-Brazil roadshow, prior to 
accepting a lucrative offer from relegation 
threatened Crystal Palace; or more to the 
point computer tycoon Mark Goldberg, 
who has finalised a $65m takeover bid. 
Goldberg wants Venables to move into 
the manager's post as soon as possible for 
a five year term that is worth $3.26m. 
Since there are still two months remaining 
on his contract, Soccer Australia Chairman 
David Hill has asked Venables to return 
downunder for the Olyroo matches, but 
the man that has arguably done a tremen- 
dous amount for Australian soccer won't 
make a decision on any future commit- 
ment to Soccer Australia or Crystal Palace 
until next week.

1 Gippsland Falcons soccer club is a classic 
example of how sheer hard work and determi- 
nation can lead a community to national recogni- 
tion, no matter what their size. : 

Like Parma of Italy, Newcastle of England and 
Auxerre of France, Gippsland — with their head- 
quarters in the Victorian country town of Morwell - 
have shown that strength in the national sporting 
arena does not necessarily derive from a volumi- 
nous and rich population base. 

In 1961 the IASCO club was developed with the 
intention of representing the local Italian sporting 
fraternity in the La Trobe soccer league. In an 
attempt to gain a more cosmopolitan feel to the 
club, and in recognition of their then major sponsor 
(Ford — the manufacturers of the Falcon motor car), 
IASCO changed their name in 1964 to Morwell 
Falcons. 

After 13 years the club bid farewell to the local 
competition and headed for the comparatively 
dizzy heights of the Victorian Provisional League. 
Morwell reached the pinnacle of Victorian state 
league soccer in 1984 when they were crowned 
Victorian champions. 

But eight years later it was the A-league that 
beckoned. Sydney club Apia-Leichhardt was rele- 
gated from the 1991-92 A-league. Morwell accept- 
ed the invitation to replace Apia in 1992-93. The 
town was whipped into a frenzy — but were taken 
aback when it was discovered that their first-up 
opponents was the previous year's runners-up UTS 
Olympic. 

Well, the prestige of the opposition did not faze 
the Falcons, and they got up 2-0 in this, their first 
game at the national level. 

After missing out on the 1993-94 finals series 
courtesy of a bizarre final minute refereeing deci- 
sion, the Falcons contested the 1994-95 finals, los- 
ing to rivals South Melbourne in the first elimina- 
tion final. 

In the 1996 off-season Gippsland made some 
big changes. Their name for more than 30 years — 
the Morwell Falcons —- was changed to the 
Gippsland Falcons, in an attempt to associate 
themselves more with Victoria's La Trobe Valley 
region rather than the town of Morwell itself. The 
Gippsland board was streamlined, and the club 
appointed high profile and wily former Socceroo 
coach Frank Arok. 

But these changes were seemingly not enough. 
In March 1997 the Falcons, along with Canberra, 
were temporarily dismissed from the A-league. 
The two clubs had a poor season 1996-97 - both on 
and off the field. They now had just two weeks to 
show cause why they shouldn't be kicked out of the 
league for good. 

Gippsland's inherent problem is its limited sup-

porter base. The town of Morwell had just 25,000 
persons as at the 1996 Census. The two neigh- 
bouring towns of Moe and Traralgon have a com- 
bined population of 45,000. And the number of 
people in these three towns combined has actually 
dropped by 2000 over the past 10 years, reflecting 
the Australia-wide drift of people to larger towns 
and the capital cities. 

But despite all this, the area rallied strongly 
behind the Falcons after word had spread that they 
had been put on notice. Soon 15,000 people had 
signed a petition pledging their support for the 
Falcons in the future. And in the one remaining 
game in the 1996-97 season — despite drifting at 
the bottom of the table - over 5000 turned up at 
Falcons Park to watch their team play its last game 
for the season. 

Realistically, the Falcons squad is one lacking in 
high profile names. But coach Frank Arok is a smart 
man. 

While coach of the Socceroos between 1984 and 
1989, he led relatively inexperienced Australian 
teams to victories over prestigious opposition such 
as Yugoslavia at the 1988 Olympics, and Argentina 
in the 1988 bicentennial Gold Cup. 

The incredible rise that the Falcons has attained 
throughout the past 25 years would not have 
occurred without the influence of successful con- 
struction industry businessman Don Di Fabrizio. 

In 1969 Di Fabrizio assumed presidency of the 
club. In his first year as president his club had fin- 
ished third in the local country league. By the end 
of his presidential term (1994) Di Fabrizio had 
transformed the modest local sporting club into a 
true national league power. And coached by the 
cunning Arok, the power is set to continue 
throughout the current Ericsson Cup season.

1966 England's finest hour as Alf Ramsey leads 
his team to glory against West Germany at 
Wembley. Ramsey stunned England's fans by pre- 
ferring Geoff Hurst in the line-up to goalscoring 
machine the ever popular Jimmy Greaves. Hurst 
more than justified Ramsey's decision, for he went 
on to score a World Cup final hat-trick to silence 
the pundits as West Germany went down 4-2. 
Hurst's hat-trick remains the only one scored in a 
final thus far. Other highlights of the ‘66 campaign 
included Argentina's answer to Vinnie Jones, 
Antonio Rattin receiving his marching orders. 
Portugal coming back from being 3-0 down to beat 
the North Koreans, Portugal’s Eusebio reduced to 
tears as they went out of the cup, and Pickles the 
dog retrieving the much coveted Julies Rimet 
Trophy after it mysteriously got knicked and went 
walkabout. 

1970 England flew to Central America with a 
much stronger team than the one which had lifted 
the World Cup at Wembley four years previously. 
However, they were no match for Brazil. A brilliant 
save by Gordon Banks from the legendary Pele was 
not enough to prevent a 1-0 loss against the South 
Americans. (Incidentally, against Carlton recently 
... Radio 6NR commentator Francis Burns, himself 
a former Busby Babe, compared a save made by 
Carlton ‘keeper Dean Anastasiadis when he tipped 


over the bar a point-blank range shot from Bobby 
... to that great save by Banksy.) In a quarter-final 
showdown against West Germany, England led 
2-0 but their opponents stormed back to win 3-2, 
thereby wreaking vengeance for the happenings in 
‘66. Italy beat West Germany in the semis, only to 

o down 4-1 against a brilliant Brazil outfit in the 
inal. 

1974 England failed to qualify whereas Australia 
did. Scotland were left to fly the flag for Britain, 
however, a 2-0 win against Zaire and a draw with 
Brazil and Yugoslavia were not enough for the 
Scots to go beyond the first round. Brazil were a 
bitter disappointment, not so the Dutch who 
looked unstoppable inspired by Cruyff and 
Neeskens. West Germany would beg to differ 
though and recovered from a first minute penalty 
awarded by English referee Jack Taylor, to come 
rom behind to beat Holland 2-1 in the final. 

1978 No Don Revie and England, but Scotland 
under Ally MacLeod went to Argentina with high 
jopes. Those dreams were soon shattered though 
with defeat at the hands of Peru, coupled with a 
qumiliating draw against Australia’s now arch ene- 
mies ... Iran. On top of that Willie Johnstone test- 
ed positive to drugs to add to Scotland's misery. 
Argentina went on to blitz the luckless Dutch 3-1 in 
he final after extra-time. 

1982 Bryan Robson got England off to a dream

start when he hit the net after only 27 seconds in a 
3-1 win against France. Wins against Kuwait and 
Czechoslovakia were enough for Ron Greenwood's 
men to proceed further to the second round, how- 
ever, goalless draws against West Germany and 
Spain brought England to an abrupt halt. Northern 
Ireland beat Spain with a goal from Gerry 
Armstrong, Germany beat France. Paolo Rossi hit a 
brilliant hat-trick to send Brazil out of contention. In 
the final, Italy went on to beat West Germany 3-1. 

1986 Gary Lineker saved England with a magic 
first-half hat-trick against Poland. A 3-0 drubbing of 
Paraguay saw Bobby Robson's team reach the 
quarter-final, only for England to be denied further 
progress after Maradona committed his infamous 
‘hand of God’ party trick. In fairness to Maradona, 
he then did score a truly great goal when he picked 
the ball up on the half-way line to dribble into the 
box and let fly an unstoppable shot. Roared on by 
a partisan 114,000 strong crowd, the Argies 
claimed the title of World Champions with a 3-2 
win against West Germany. 

1990 England went so close ... But it wasn’t to 
be. A sensational last gasp goal from David Platt 
saw Bryan Robson's men through against Belgium. 
A Gary Lineker hat-trick put paid to Cameroon's 
hopes in the quarter-finals, but Gazza wasn’t to be 
the only one in tears as the usually lethal Stuart 
Pearce and Chris Waddle (another top-flight player 
whom Perth Glory attempted to sign) both missed 
in the penalty shoot-out with Germany in the 
semis. In the final that hadn't much gloss, 
Argentina had two players attract the red card, 
Germany winning with a penalty. 

1994 No Scotland this year and also no Graham 
Taylor's ‘Turnips’. Jack Charlton's Republic of 
Ireland were left to provide the thrills. Ireland 
pulled off a great 1-0 shock win over Italy but 
couldn‘t maintain that form later and were sent 
scuttling in round two by Holland. Maradona failed 
yet again another drugs test, and Bulgaria sur- 
prised everyone by dumping defendiing cham- 
pions Germany in the quarter-final, prior to bowing 
out to Italy in the semis. The final was a disap- 
pointing lack-lustre goalless draw between Brazil 
and Italy. Penalty misses by Baggio and Baresi in a 
shoot-out decider meant the much coveted trophy 
was handed to the South Americans on a plate.

Go for Glory 
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ICHAEL Owen has the football world at his 
feet — but one of his first coaches is con- 
fident his head will not be in the clouds. 

Liverpool's teenage sensation not only 
rewrote the record books as he became 
England's youngest player this century and 
capped that with a hat trick against Sheffield 
Wednesday at Hillsborough. 

Owen now seems assured of a place at the 
World Cup Finals but David Nickless has no 
doubts he will take it all in his stride. 

Nickless is the secretary and treasurer of 
Flintshire (formerly Deeside) Primary Schools, 
whose former players include lan Rush, Gary 
Speed, Kevin Ratcliffe and Barry Horne, and 
has known Owen since he came for a trial as an 
eight-year-old. 

Owen played for the team for three seasons 
during which time he broke Rush's goalscoring 
record and beat Speed’s record number of 
appearances. 

Nickless claims Owen was never conceited 
about his talent, while his family have also 
helped keep his feet on the ground. 

“From what | know of him he will be able to 
cope with it," he said. “He won't go big head- 
ed. There has never been any problem on that 
side. He won't look at the papers and say 
‘that's me, aren't | great?’ 

“He's got the security of his family, who have 
always been very supportive and he just goes 
up to Liverpool, does his training, then comes 
home and leads the life of any other 18-year- 
old. 

“Even when he played for us he was just one 
of the lads. He never gave the impression that 
if it had not been for him, we wouldn't have 
won. 

“When he was asked to sign for Liverpool he 
did not go around saying that he was better 
than anyone else.” 

Nickless was not surprised by how well he 
did against Chile. 

“He did just as | expected,” he said. “Glenn 
Hoddle has always been willing to give youth a 
chance and Michael grabbed the opportunity

with both hands — just like he did for 
Liverpool.” 

Owen has been helped a great deal by his 
father Terry, who, in his time, played for 
Everton, Chester and Bradford. 

He has educated him in the ways of the pro- 
fessional game but Nickless feels his time with 
Flintshire was vital as well. 

Nickless revealed that as well as developing 
the boys’ football ability, they also tried to 
teach them social and communicative skills. 

As captain for two years, Owen had to make 
short speeches at away games and Nickless 
feels this helped groom him for the pressures 
he is facing now. 

Certainly Terry Owen has always believed 
that his son‘s time with Flintshire was a valuable 
experience. 

Nickless said: “We like to think that some of 
the foundations were laid when he was with us 
because we always felt the social side was just 
as important as the football side. 

“One of the things Michael had to do as cap- 
tain was to stand up after a match and thank 
our opponents for hosting the game and for 
providing the refreshments. 

“It was only for 30 seconds or so, but it was 
still a lot for a lad of 10 or 11 to do in front of 
150 people. | think doing that when he was 
young has helped him talk to all the different 
people he has to now when he’s 18. 

“When we were travelling to games on the 
mini bus we always used to ask the boys what 
they wanted to be. Twelve out of the 15 would 
say they wanted to be professional footballers. 
But Michael also knew what he had to do to 
achieve that. 

“He knew that he had to keep himself phys- 
ically fit and look after himself and the result is 
that he has achieved it maybe two years earlier 
than expected.”
